Winner Comes Down at 

-Baxley—Others Land at 
Waverly Hall, Adrain 
and Fort Valley. 


Detroit, September 12.—(4/)—With 
Bll of the entrants in the annual 
“Gorden Bennett balloon race landed 
afely tonight, indications were that 
the United States entry, piloted by 
R. G. Hill, of Detroit, had won the 
race. Hill's balloon was brought 
down at Baxley, Ga., several miles 
farther from the starting point here 
than any of the other entries. 

Only a few miles short of the point 
reached by the Detroit. were grouped 
three other balloons, the LaFayette. 
French entry: the Goodyear VI, an- 
other United States entry, and the 
Barmen, Germany's representative. 

Land in Georgia. 

The LaFayette landed at Waverly 
Hall. the Barmen at Fort Valley. and 
the Goodyear VI at Adrian, all Geor- 
‘gia points. 

The remainder of the fifteen entries 
were strung out through the Carolinas 
north as far as Sugar Island in Lake 
Erie, off Sandusky, Ohio.

Hill Believed Victor. 

Although the winner of the race 
will not be named officially until. a 
final checkup and inspection of the 
balloon barographs is made by the 
International Aeronautical association 
in Washington, there is little doubt 
that Hill and his co-pilot, A. G. Schloss- 
er have won a leg on his historical 
Bennett trophy. 

The award is based alone on dis- 
tance from the starting point, and 
the fact that the Detroit was in the 
ir longer than the other entries does 
mot enter into the compilations. 

The distance traversed hy the De- 
troit is approximately 800 miles by 
gir line, far short of the distance 
record for the event. The record, 1.- 
B58. miles, was set up by Maurice 
Bennaime, French pilot, in 1920 when 
he took his balloon from Stuttgart, 
Germany, to Moscow, Russia. 

However, the distance attained was 
f@onsidered very good by promoters of 
the race, in view of the recalcitrant 
winds prevailing at the start Saturday 
afternoon. The work of the pilots in 
mancuvering their bags due south from 
here in the face of southeasterly winds 
nd thereby avoiding the Atlantic 
scenn, was considered a remarkable 

hibition of ballooning skill.

“If you won't come back, then God 
bless you,” were the parting words of 
Stephens to his wife after his plea 
for reconciliation was denied and just 
before firing the bullet thaterlesed the 
final chapter of his life. 

Mrs. Stephens lives directly across 
the street from her estranged  hus- 
band. She told police she had heard 
the report of an explosion over’ the 
telephone, but assumed it to be an 
automobile backfiring. 

A note found in the pocket of the 


dead man read, “Goodby, everybody, | 
ean’t stand it any longer.’”’ The pocket- 
book, containing the note, also. had 
in it two union cards, indication that 
Stephens was a member of the street 
car electrical worker's organization.

Last 
February Mrs. Stephens divorced him, 
she stated. Mrs. Stephens said that 
the grounds for her divorce were non-

Proposal to construct the Pryor 
istreet and Central avenue viaducts 
without a contribution of $400,000 
from the Georgia Power company hit 
a snag Monday, when a statement by 
Frank Neely, chairman of the Atlanta 
bond commission, showed this would 
be impossible since an agreement be- 
tween the city apd railroads, over 
whose tracks the n bridges will ex- 
tend, provides that all funds needed 
to completely finance the prejects and 
'@ reserve to pay propefy damages 
must be available before work 
started. 

Chief of Construction William A. 
Hansell estimated the cost of erec- 
tion of the bridges and other expenses 
incident to their construction at 
$1,925,000 without any reserve for 
damages. The total money available 
exclusive of the $400,000 contribution 
is $1.980.000 if the railroads are will- 
ing to give $430,000 they hare 
promised. 

Under the agreement the railroads 
would not be willing or obligated to 
give the $450,000 or permit depres- 
sion of tracks or work of construc- 
tion to be begun unless the damage 
fund, estimated at approximately 
$400,000 is available.

There in a thickly populated farm- 
ing district, the flames driven bw a 
40-mile southwest wind, were encir- 
cling several farmhouses. Embers and

made driving almost impossible.

“Trans-oceanic flights which have

but the perfecting is yet to be done. 

“Regular traps-oceanic travel by air 
is no moré practical today than trans- 
continental air lines were a decade 


and a half ago. Years of develop- 
ment and scientific@research will be 
required before such regular’ inter- 
eontinental service can be. successfully 
inaugurated. During this experimental! 


| period we may- expect casualties. Yet

Secretary 
of the Treasury Lowman, in charge 
ef prohibition stitore ent, customs 
and coast guard, has been effectively 
“muzzled” by an order resurrected 
from the dust of. ancient government 
regulations, 

Although declining to comment on 
Lowman’'s outburst against bribery 
and crookedness in the prohibition en- 
forcement unit, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon admitted ‘that the old reg- 
ulation which makes it imperative for 
a subordinate to submit public state- 
ments to the head of the department 
before issuing them, had been called 
to the attention of the dry chief. 


Effect Is Apparent. 


Today the effect of the “censorship” 
was apparent. At the usual press con- 
ference Lowman. usually ready to im- 
part information, refused to discuss 
further details of his startling state- 
He also waited a 
quarter of an hour until Dr. J. M. 
Doran, prohibition commissioner, could 
attend the conference. 

Lowman’s immediate superiors in 
the treasury department, although un- 
willing to condemn the assistant sec- 
retary publicly. intimated he talked too 
freely. 

Secretary Mellon admitted he had 
discussed the “bribery” statement with 
Lowman both on Friday and Satur- 

ay, but refused to reveal the nature 
of the discussions. 

Violation Claimed. 

The secretary then said that he had 
no knowledge of the Lowman state- 
ment until after it was issued. He 
further admitted that Lowman had 
‘violated a regulation in releasing his 
statement without first submitting it 
to his immediate superiors. 

Mellon also stated that he had no 
first hand information in the extent 
of bribery existing in the federal pro- 
hibition enforcement unit, 

“There has been some, of course,’ 
he said. “and there probably is some 
today. Just how much there is I do 
not know.” 

Hereafter, it is understood, Low- 
man’s speeches and statements will be 
carefully checked by either Undersec- 
retary of the Treasury Mills or by 
Secretary Mellon before being made 
public. 

The dry chief, who has only been 
in office six seeks, is taking his “cen- 
sorship” good naturedly, although re- 
fusing to confirm or deny the existence 
of the official ‘‘mnzzle.”

A number of the passengers nar- 
rowly escaped. death-when the Pull- 
man car, breaking loose from the 
train, rojled down a 20-foot embank- 
ment’ and turned over in 10 feet o 
water in the Missouri river. Quick 
rescue work on the part of the train 
crew and passengers prevented any 
fatalities. 

The observation car and diner also 
were disconnected from the train and 
rolied down the embankment, but 
stopped on the edge of the water. 

W. E. Dunlop, 52, conductor, of 
Eldon, Mo., said the wreck was 
caused by a “sun kink” in the rails, 
due to expansion of the rails by the 
heat. 

The train, en route from Colorado, 
had just rounded a sharp curve on a 
high» embankment overlooking’ the 
river when the engineer. Robert Hud- 
low, of Kansas City, felt a sudden 
bump under the engine. He applied 
the brakes suddenly, stopping the 
train within a few hundred feet. 

By the time Hndlow could reach 
the rear of the train. C. W. Blaske, 
St. Louis, baggageman;: Charles Tay- 
lor. St. Louis, mail clerk, and Deak 
Ewing, Kansas City, Pullman waiter, 
had started rescuing the passengers 
in the partly submerged Pullman car.

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Geneva, Switzerland, September 12. 
(?)—The struggle over the plans for 
the reduction of world armaments 
came quickly to the fore today at 
_the meeting of the disarmament com- 
mittee of the league assembly, when 
Count von Bernstorff, of Germany, 
opposed the suggestion to postpone the 
session of the league's preparatory dis- 
armament commission scheduled for 
November. 

J. J. Loudon, Netherland’s minister 
to France, who is president of. the 
league’s disarmament commission, of 
which the United States is a mem- 


ber, urged that the projected Novem- 
ber meeting be put off for some 
weeks, ‘or some months. This would 
be, he said, in order to permit the 
governments to settle by direct nego- 
tiations the serious divergencies exist- 
ing between them over the fundamen- 
tal problems of disarmament.

Divorced; $24,000 Annuity 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 12.—(#) 
The romance of a blonde beauty who 
was employed as ticket seller at a 
local motion picture with her million- 
aire “prince” ended today when Mrs. 


Helen Long Grasselli was granted a 
diverce from, Edward Grasselli. heir 
to the Grassejli chemical fortune, in 
common pleas court here. “Gross neg- 
lect of duty was given as grounds for 
the divorcee. 

Once a ticket seller drawing «36 a 
week in a local theater, Mrs. Grasselli 
found herself today with property 
valued at more than $100,000 and an 
allowance of $24,000 a year from a 
trust fund provided by Grasselli. 

While permitting her to retain her 
$24.000 annuity, the court decreed she 
must relinguish any interest in Gras- 
selli’s trust, the incomé from 4.200 
shares of preferred stock in the Gras- 
selli Chemical company, and she must 
pay $15,000 in debts outstanding 
against her.

WAY TO WIN 


IN TITLE BOUT 


Philadelphia, September 12.—(4)— 
In a_ sensational 10-round match 
which was almost ended in a simul- 
taneous knockout in the ninth round, 
Benny Bass, of Philadelphia, battered 
his way to victory tonight over Red 
Chapman in a bout that carried with 
it recognition by the Pennsylvania 
state athletic commission as feather- 
weight champion sof the world. The 
battle was staged at the Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial stadium here. 

Coming out of their corners in the 
ninth round with a furious rush, both 
connected solidly with lefts to the 
head. Both reeled back and tumbled 
to the floor. Chapman in the center 
of the ring and Bass along the ropes. 
But Benny recovered quicker, was on 
his feet in a second or two while 
Chapman rested on one knee and took 
a count of eight. 

Bass a Bit Groggy. 

Bass himself seemed groggy. but he 
leaped back at his opponent with sav- 
aze fury. forced him about the ring 
under a fierce barrage and curled an- 
other left to the head that sent Chap- 
man to the floor again for a count of 
eight. 

Bass, in the opinion of ringside ob- 
servers, won five of the 10 rounds, 
while four going to Chapman and one 
registered as even. In gaining the 
unanimous verdict of the two judges, 
however, Bass appeared to have a 
wide margin on points. 

A crowd estimated at 30.000 occu- 
pied the stadium. Bass received a $1,- 
000 belt from the hands of Mayor 
W. Freeland Kendrick as an emblem 
of victory. While this recognition is 
limited officially to Pennsylvania, 
Bass may also be accepted as title- 
holder elsewhere inasmuch as _ both 
fighters generally were picked as the 
leaders of their division. 

The featherweight title has been 
vacant since Louis (Kid) Kaplan, of 
Meriden, Conn., retired from the 126- 
pound class a year ago. This was the 
second battl® of this year between 
Chapman and Bass and the second 
victory for Bass.

Sig- 
natures were affixed and the checks 
handed over at 9 p. m. 

The agreement will take the place 
of a formal appearance before the 
state athletic commission at its regu- 
lar weekly session tomorrow. Since 
Chairman John C. Richeimer, of the 
commission, participated in the con- 
ference with Rickard, acceptance of 
the papers tomorrow will be only a‘ 
formality. ;

Then Kills Him 


(By Leased Wire to The Constigution.) 

Chicago, Ill., September 12.—Rich- 
ard Krogh, 24, student, tonight sur- 
prised a burglar in his home, fought 
him all over the place, chased him a 
mile through streets and alleys, follow- 
ed him onto a moving street car and 
through it aud then shot him dead as 
he leaped from the front end. 

The burglar, whose identity was not 
known, was takén to a hospital but 
died from Krogh’s bullet in his head 
before he got there. 

Krogh told the police he let himself 
into his home about 9:30 p. m., and 
was immediately confronted by the 


burglar who had_ finished ransacking 
the house. Krogh. reached for the 
hand holding the revolver pointed at 
him and the struggle began. 

“We rolled all around,” Krogh said. 
“T fought him from room to room from 
the front to rear and back to the front 
again. He kept trying to hit me with 
the revolver. Finally he got loose and 
ran out of the house.” 

The youth said he ran to his bed- 
room, shed his revolver from a drawer 
and followed. The man led him 
through alleys and over fences, back 
to the streets and through yards and 
finally leaped on a street car which 
was passing. Krogh now was right 
behind him. 

Women screamed and men leaped 
from their seats as the burglar brand- 
ishing his revolver ran through the 
ear with Krogh behind him. Krogh 
fired just as the man leaped out of the 
front end of the car and the burglar 
fell to the pavement.

“The final outturn of the crop will 
depend upon whether the various in- 
fluences affecting it during the re- 
mainder of the season are more or less 
favorable than usual.’’ 

As a result of this qualification, 
and the fact that last year’s estimate 
was 2,811,000 bales under the final 
outturn, the report was taken less

The Georgia supreme court has 
granted new trial in the Wilkes su- 
ea court case of the Georgia Cot- 

on, Growers Cooperative association 
against G. W. Brown, a cotton grow- 
er, on a decision that the lower court 
erred in ruling out on demurrer 
‘Brown's challenge of the legality of 
the association’s charging a pro-rata 
of miscellaneous expenses against 
members. 

The matter should have been left 
in the record for adjudication, the 
high court ruled. The association 
‘won in superior court. Judgment for 
three bales of cotton and $50 was 
given on petition for enforcement of 

a delivery contract.

not suing others.
